The witness said Myer 
made it clear in his speech that 
even his office in Washington did 
not know what he had in mind and 
that he was assuming personal 
responsibility.

fijlln s* Myef , chief of the War 
Relocation Authority, said last 
night that about 25 Japan ese-Amer- 
icans are employed in Washings 
ton by his agency, but that it was 
a fact neither new nor surprising. 

Employment of Japanese in the 
WRA local offices was reported 
following examination of material 
seized for the House ommittee on 
Unamerican Activities, ifeaded by 
Repre sen tatiyT’ Siesj i Democrat) of 
Texas, in a ratCTTysubpena-bear- 
ing investigators at the headquaiv 
ters of the J^ipamse-Amed^au 
itizens J^reague Saturdny 
Myer said, “Oh sure, we’ve had 
the Japanese employes for some 
time, I’m surprised that people are 
surprised about it/* 

He said that each employe had 


first been cleared by a joint board 
with representatives of the Office 
of Naval Intelligence, Army In- 
telligence, the Provost Marshal’s 
organization, and the War Reloca- 
tion Authority itself. In turn, each ! 
employe undergoes the civil serv- 
ice investigation. 

Their jobs, he said, were those 
of stenographers, clerks, and statis- 
tical clerks, and none is in any 
policy-making position, 

“They have rendered excellent 
service," he said, “I don’t know 
of any exception to that statement , 
They are simply American young- j 
sters doing a good job/* ! 

He pointed out that in the re- ] 
location centers sopae of the Jap- I 
anese are employed, at pay rang- 
ing up to a $19 a month maximum, 
in addition to subsistence, but that | 
outside of the centers not more 
than a dozen Japanese Americans
